The polic\ til meeting ( oninnuiist 
fin lists oi ha lers \\ ith <juiet firmness 
uid nnpertnihed rftntdn has again 
paid off. \ gOM'rninenf sUitcinent in 
Moscow indicates that the Soviet 
Ininii is disposed to let Oerm Ui (pics- 
tions wait until after tlu* United 
States elections, and officials in Cist 
Berlin have returned to the use of 
Iiiim's instead ol armored vehicles to 
take guards to the Soviet war me- 
morial in W est Berlin. 

This follows patient but persistent 
efforts by the British, I •Tench, and 
\merican commands in West Berlin 
tu convince the ( oimnuisfs that stone- 
throvvint— ' which stemmed Irom in- 



htiinan neglect of a dying boy— is not 
likelv to vcciir. W ith word that buses 
would soon be substituted eatne as- 
surances that the Soviet Union has no 
intent to build up a military “pres- 
ence' in West Berlin. 

So it appears that another peri<Hl 
ol relative quiet is in prospect for 
H< rl in. But the vvall remains, and Mos- 
cow is capable of forgetting about 
American elections il it wishes to re- 
sume' pressure. The West may stand 
easv for a moment. But may well also 
stav braced tor a Pavlov plop to the 
other side of the head of be prepared 
to parrv it with aplomb.

\lav7 1952. the \Vc$f proyoife’d a •dis- 
armament }'iwti which |Wov ided lor an 
arint control bod} to enforce the plan, 
the reduction ot \meriean, Chinese, 
and Hussian armies fr> 1 .*> million, and 
the elimination of nuclear weapons. 

On May 10. 1955, Russia accepted 
virtually all of these proposals. But 
the American delegation suddenly ad- 
journed for three months. In July, 
1955. President Eisenhower made lus 
“open skies proposal, w hic h provided 
ior nuclear control without disarm- 
ament, and was thus a concealed 
drawback. 

In September, 1955, Harold St.us- 
len, the U. S. negotiator, said that we 
were placing reservations against all 
of our past proposals. Simultaneously, 
Secretary of the Air Force Donald A. 
Quarles stated to an audience* of for- 
eign air attaches, including represen- 
tatives from the USSH, Hungary, and 
Czechoslovakia, that we were de- 
pending on retaliatory capacity rather 
than disarmament. 

This record is not that of a peace- 
loving nation. The United States calls 
for “control \ v et diversified weapon 
research and production cannot he 
controlled. Disarmament may still he 
reached by agreement, but it agree- 
ment is impossible, we must disarm 
unilaterally and resist Communist 
domination through nonviolent re- 
sistance. An individual may sacrifice 
his lily for his values, but the human

1 fie odds seem to be heavily in 
favor of anyone betting that the 
World Youth Festivals have flung 
their last. 

This summers festival, held in a 
lehutunt Helsinki. Finland, has been 
lauded as a bands down v ictory tor 
the West, with Moscow picking up 
the tab of some $25.000, 000. 

It is probably not the poeketbook 
that the Sov iet was so concerned 
about, however, as much as the tre- 
mendous less of prestige, for. as the 
superficial frolic cleared ftw.iv. the air 
over Finland- has staved as foul as 
the l iiLmii delegates trim ( l-vv bite 
dove el peace i n their identification 
pin*.

Festival is to make converts to the 
(.'ommunist cause, and if held in a 
( .'ommunist country this tends to make 
attendance a limited thing. 

The idea of having it on the out- 
side is t< > give it the appearance of a 
true international gathering. This is 
lo the benefit of the benefactors. The 
“outside,’’ on the other hand, has ex- 
pressed continually that it does not 
care to have its ideologies, however 
divergent, infringed upon. 

The (.ommunist technique of 
misrepresentation has also played a 
prominent rule in the auti-Festival 
attitude' that is washing ashore the 
West. Several Latin \ineiiean stu- 
dents attended the Festival on Cuban 
o* other Soviet bloc countries flag- 
ships. Whin counting nos’es, the Fes- 
tival advertised their presence by 
naming their home countries, thu* 
giving the impression til strength- tar 
boy oud their actual Latin \incrican 
,*!t( in la net*.

The Party Line 
was the prevalent voict and parlia- 
mentary procedure was utilized in 
maintaining this onesidedness. 

Many non -Communist delegates 
walked out in disgust after the* con- 
tinued prolific- abuse and bias Was not 
deterred. The 44-man withdrawal l>y 
the ( a*y lonese delegation was the most 
spectacular ot the Festival and it was 
brought about by their objection to 
being ‘systematically exploited for 
cold war politics.’ 

Each day ot the Festival was de- 
voted to a certain line ol ideological 
illogie, concluding with (be ever 
Cojimmnist favorite, Peace. It was 
on this ilav that unnerving news came 
for the Soviet organizers ot the Fes- 
tival? The Soviet Union had resumed 



nuclear testing with a 40-megaton 

blast. 

It the Festival continues, and if 
it remains in the* financial grips of the 
Soviet Union, tew of the reported sit- 
uations will be altered, iTiere fs little 
indication that further attendance by 
thoj>c wishing to challenge the Fes- 
tivals tactics would be of any more 
value than they were this summer. 
Further Western participation, or “ob- 
servation would men Jy add fuel to 
the Communists attendance boasting 
and to the 1 basic purp >se oi the Fes- 
tival: to make converts. 

11, after all, the Festival is dis- 
continued. as is now i . Heated will 
happen, the Western world, and the 
United Nations coul I give *ome 
thought to organizing a truly “neu- 
tral International Youth (lathering, 
leaving behind the cn -itional tactics 
of the Communists and presenting 
a program of sincofc unity . com- 
promise.
